Were such administration, to 
further embrace the stricter control of 
licences and permits and ensure ater €o- 
operation with the Garda, it could scarcely 
fail to be of immense benefit to the remoter 
areas which are peculiarly susceptible to 


poachers, both human and animal. 


But, however efficiently the major problems

Be he never so humble, every p= pre- 
server knows the difficulty of ng a 
stock of birds side by side with a neighbour 
who allows vermin to run riot. And ad- 
mittedly the problems which confront the 
owner of a few hundred acres are more diffi- 
cult of solution than those which the larger 
landowner faces. The large self-contained 
property will always hold its birds, once 
they are established, and, where expetise Js 
a minor consideration, an almost barren 
shoot can be turned into a sporting proposi- 
tion in a couple of years. But a limited 
acreage will not hold stock even propor- 
tionately to a large estate, and the owner 
of the former, in trying to make sixpence 
go the length of a shilling, often finds de- 
sireable improvements difficult to carry out. 

Yet the small landowner and farmer in 
Ireland is considerably better placed than 
his opposite number in Britain. “ Rural 
development ” has not ruined whole tracts 
of game-holding ground; large estates are 
not turned into garden cities; coverts are 
not cut wholesale, nor are hedgerows trimmed 
to the bone. And the wilder districts of the 
South and West, with their already con- 
siderable attractions for snipe and wiidfowl, 
would become a sportsman’s paradise, in- 
deed, were a thorough-going vermin cam- 
paign imstituted,. so that, once re-stocked, 
game birds would have a fair chance of sur- 


EASY IMPROVEMENTS. 
Whatever the acreage of his shoot, in the 
course of a season the average individual 
makes mental notes of many details which 
will repay attention in the spring, with a 
view to its improvement. And although for 
the small landowner artificial rearing of 
pheasants, even on a modest scale, is a waste 
of time and money unless his neighbours co- 
operate to some extent, it is quite possible to 
work up a small stock at little expense. It 
is no bad plan to buy and turn out a few hens 
in February or March, keeping a proportion 
of about six hens to every cock. Under 
favourable . conditions, by- i smopae * this 
system for a couple of seasons, ‘intro- 
ducing new blood, results often be re- 
markably good. At first hifant moftality 
the chicks reared in a wild state will 
undoubtedly be high, but as the stock 
increases so will the proportion of eggs which 
can be gathered for setting under. foster- 
mothers. As the result of trying such an 
experiment for three years I was able in the 
last year to put 80 per cent. of poults into 
cover without purchasing an egg from the 
ame farms; but weather conditions were, on 
the whole, extremely favourable, and my 
‘* rearing-field ” was situated so close to my 
house that the young birds were largely pro- 
tected against their natural enemies, It is 
ood policy to offer small rewards for the 
nding of wild nests and eggs; and patches of 
corn or buckwheat, of which the cost is 
infinitesimal if sown in the spring, are useful 
for keeping the birds from straying later on 
in the year. At no expense save hodily energy, 
a good deal can be done to make coverts at- 
tractive. The lopping of branches here and 
there will transiorm many a gloomy spot 
into a sun-trap, in which judicious feeding 
will retain the birds. And a vigorous under- 
growth, resulting from the imtroduction of 
light and air is not only attractive to the 
pao but beloved of the woodcock in the 


rosts of winter. 


LATE FEEDING. 


On the big partridge manors in England the 
advantage of hand feeding the birds through 
the winter, and well on into the spring has 
been generally recognised. When insect life, 
upon which they depend so much, is sparse 


‘and there is little in the wav of bernmes or 


grasses, we cannot expect them unaided to 
come through to the nesting season in that 
virile condition which alone conduces to 
healthy families. The feeding need not be 
lavish provided it is regular, and it is a good 
rulé never to.go out without a pocketful of 
food to scatter. This system hag the further 
advantage, especially in a country where 
partridges are scarce, of keeping the birds to 
certain well-defined areas. Paired partridges 
are notoriously capricious in their choice of 
nesting sites, but if fed regularly they come 
to expect their meals, and it is thus easier 
to keep them under observation right through 
the nesting season. It is, I think. preferable 
to feed in the open, where the birds have a 
greater sense of safety, than to scatter food 
under hedges, where it attracts the attention 
of less desirable customers in the shape of 
vermin and small birds. But the import- 
ance of spring feeding was abundantly brought 
heme to me in an.experience of two small 
shoots last year in the South of England. © 

one, where feeding was regular up ta April. 
ecvevs averaged ten and over, and on the other 


the rule rathor than the exception, and there 
were many barren birds. Sa that where 
partridges are concerned I am convinced that 
the small cost of a few sacks of corn is a 
high yielding investment. 


STUDYING THE LAND. 

At little or no expense the wild and 
marshy portions of a shoot can often be im 
proved. We often observe how certain spots 
in a dog invariably hold snipe, whatever the 
weather conditions, and if we examine these 
we can see that the ground is of a soft 
pulpy consisteucy, with an infinite capacity 
for holding insect life. Waterlogzed land 
will not hold snipe any more than ground 
which is too dry. and the ideal cover is a 
mixtvre of young reeds and soft grasses. 
which are not allowed. to’ get too coarse 
or high A carefol ‘study of the 
whole of a small shoot will probably 
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indicate where jadicious training, the tapp., 
of a spring, or the cutting of a dyke will pro- 
duce similar snipe-holding patches, and the 
careful scything of coarse cover in the spring 
will conduce to the comfort of the home-bred 
snipe in the autumn. Neither snipe nor 
wildfowl differ irom the rest of bird creating 
in appreciation Of their creature comforts, 
and if their haunts are made sufficiently at- 
tractive they will spread the glad tidings to 
their migrant relatives on their arrival. So 
that it is by no means waste of time to study 
the bogland, for if partridges and pheasan‘s 
disappoint it is to have a goodly show of 
wildfow] to fali baek on 

Both from the individual point of view 
and that of the State the improvement. of 
game-holding ground is economically sound. 
Obviously, whatever his acreage, with every 
yearly increase im his stock of game, the 
andowner adds to the potential value of 
his sporting rights. And the cumulative 
effect of such inereases on the part of several 
individuals is to é@stablish a stock of game 
in an area which spreads, and in the course 
of time automatically maintains a certain 
level. And thus, if individual effort on 
these lines has behind it the backing of the 
State in the administration of the major 
problems of preservation, both parties to the 
enterprise must benefit. For the eyes of 
many shooting men are turned in the direc. 
tion of Ireland nowadays. Moderate-sized 
shoots in England are hard to come by, and 
rentals are in most cases out of all propor- 
tion to their sporting capacity. With the 
increase in [Ireland's game stocks there is 
bound to come a big demand for shootings 
from across the Channel, which will be of 
considerable economic value, not only to the 
individual, but to the country in general.

“Waifs of the Sea.” 


During a visit to County Sligo two years 
ago I saw a garden arch that was formed 
by the two jaw-bones of a whale, washed 
up years before on that coast. Quite 
recently I came across an account of a 
case that caused a great deal of discontent 
in the year 1295, when Robert de Clahull 
of Offerba was summoned to the Assizes 
at Clonfert to answer for his action in 
claiming and dividing a whale that had 
been cast up on his land, when the 
country people came from near and far to 
cut it up, as they had done “ since time 
immemorial’’ The prosecution said tha 
now “all great whales of the sea, cast 
upon the land, belong to the Crown.” 
Robert de Clahull ms, Si that his father 
had been granted all “ the wrecks of the 
sea’ as often as they should come up on 
his part of the strand, and that for this 
privilege he paid six-and-eightpence a 
year. The prosecuting counsel insisted 
that whales were not wrecks; and Robert, 
in his turn, said that by the ancient laws 
of Ireland they were so reputed. In the 
Irish law both whales and wrecks were 
included in the category of ‘‘ waifs of the 
sea.’ The case went against the land- 
owner, who was fined. 


Landing Charge. 


I have just heard an amusing story of a 
pilot who, having flown his machine from 
the Continent in rather bad weather, 
landed at a State-owned aerodrome. As 
conditions had improved, he decided that 
he would take the opportunity to put in a 
little practice in ‘‘ forced landing ” on 
the edge of the aerodrome.

Instead, 
he set sail for the Canary Islands, bring- 
ing with him many jewels and objects of 
art. He argued thus: ‘‘ If the king gave 
Ansaldo so much for two cats, how much 
more will he give me for all these precious 
things?” In due course Giacomo landed 
at the Canaries, and was very hospitably 
received. He presented his gifts, and the 
king, overwhelmed by their beauty and 
magnificence, was at first in a quandary 
as to what re“ he should make. At 
length he ¢Cocided to present his visitor 
with a handsome cat, a son of the pair 
which he had received from Ansaldo. 
Needless to say, Giacomo, greatly dis- 
appointed, set sail for home full of bitter- 
ness against Messer Ansaldo, the cats, the 
rats, and the King of the Canary Islands. 
He was unjust to the latter, however; for 
that monarch believed that he had given 
him the most precious thing in his whole 
kingdom. 


The Stone Dairy.

He mounted his horse 
to visit her, but she had fled. The saint, 
as he d, turned her dairy to stone; 
thdn he descended the hill and crossed the 
river beneath in pursuit of her. Midway 
up the opposite hillside he overtook the 
criminal and turned hér into stone. There 
she still stands, the Irish ‘‘ Lot’s Wife,” 
to bear testimony to the story.

BELFAST, Monday. 
E Northern House of Commons will 
meet to-morrow, when the Senate’s 
amendments to the Revaluation Bill will 
be considered, and, doubtless, passed.

It is stated that Alderman Midgley will 
contest Dock Division, while Councillor 
Kyle will seek election in Oldpark, with 
Mr. Demaldson in St. Anne’s, and Mr. 
McMullen in the Falls area. Mr. Beattie 
at present is the only stalwart upholding 
the Labour banner on the opposition side 
of the Northern House of Commons.

THIS. YEAR'S 
FESTIVAL IN 
PRAGUE, 


HE Sokol Gymnastic Society. which is 

I the oldest and largest organisation of 

its kind in Europe, will lola its ninth 
grand festival during the months of June and 
July in Prague, the capital of the Czeciwo- 
Slovak Republic. 

The Sokol Society is mass of 3,500 
local associations, with a total membership of 
about 750,000, out of which about 300,000 are 
adult members. Prominent political and pro- 
fessional men, including the President, Prime 
Minister and the Minister of External Affairs, 
are members of the organisation 

The athletic displays of the Sokols attract 
visitors from all parts of the world, and the 
high standard of their gymnastics is well 
known to leaders of physical culture in every 
country. The outstanding feature of the 
Sokol festivals, which are held every five or 
six years, is the perfect unity of their mass 
displays. Nowhere else can one find such 
Fosta and harmony of movement. At the 
ast Grand Festival, held in Prague in 1926, 
15,000 men, 15,000 women, and 14,000 boys 
and girls between 14 and 18 years of age 
took part’ in” simultaneous displays. A 
stadium to hold 20,000 gymnasts is being built 
for the mass gymnastic displays planned for 
July 3rd to 6th. The programme will include 
& pageant representing a dramatic mimic 
picture formed by thousands of men and 
women. Both the exercises and the pageant 
will be performed to-the accompaniment of 
music composed specially for the oeca- 
sion. During the intervals smaller 
groups of guests from many countries, 
including America, France, England, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Jugoslavia and Poland, 
will give demonstrations of their 
exercises. The festival in this way mes 
a universal display of contemporary gymnastic 
movements and tendencies and an expression 
of modern ideas. 

Besides the gymnastic exhibitions in the 
gigantic central stadium, competitions with 
apparatus, field athletics, games, etc., will be 
carried on in several other stadia of the usual 
size. Competitions in shooting, fencing, 
rowing, swimming and horseback riding are 
also among the events. In addition to these, 
arrangements have been made to open a 
general | scan and Sokol exhibition and 
a fair displaying gymnastic apparatus. A 
model Sokol camp will be set up to show the 
ideal way of spending week-ends and holidays. 

The festivities will include a procession 
through the City of Prague, in. which all the 
Sokols and foreign visitors will take part. 
During the last festival, in 1926, more than 
50.000 persons, wearing picturesque uniforms, 
marched through the city, carrying 640 diffe- 
rent ¢tandards and accompanied by 60 bands. 
This colourful procession winding through 
ancient Prague, gaily decorated for the occa- 
sion, form a very inspiring sight. The 
salute was taken by the President and repre- 
sentatives of foreign countries.

“DIRIGIBLE” AT THE 
METROPOLE,

A film that will thrill and impress every- 
one is “ Dirigible,” the Columbia picture 
which heads the programme at the Metropole 
Cinema, Dublin, this week. It is another of 
the aerial melodramas in which the director 
has achieved the difference that makes for 
distinction. There is a slight story in it. 
just a little sentimentality, some humbug ; 
but, above all, a great deal of splendid 
aviation and polar photography. 

The huge United States Navy airship, Los 
Angeles, was lent by the Government for the 
making of this film. In fact, the full equip- 
ment of the United States Navy Department 
seems to have been placed at the disposal 
of Frank Capra for this film, and the result 
is a tremendous advertisement for American 
Naval aviation. 

In the United States “Dirigible” may 
well have fired thousands of boys with the 
ambition to serve in a section of the national 
defence forces which offers as much “ glory ”’ 
in peace as in war. 

The first thrillirg scene in the film is the 
great display at the Lakehurst aviation base 
on Navy Day. As a climax it is annonnced 
that the famous pilot, “ Frisky’’ Pierce, 
who is something of a super-Lindbergh, is 
about to arrive on his “record ” flight from 
coast to coast. Pierce secured the front pace 
in the newspaper, but his wife wanted him 
to be something other than a daring piece 
of human vanity. 


A WIFE’S FEARS. 
The Rondelle expedition to the South 


Polar regions was about to start, and almost 
at the last’ moment its leader deci®ed upon 
a dirigible instead of an aeroplane in which 
to make the journey. Jack Bradon, friend 
of the Pierces, was to command the airship, 
and he asked that “ Frisky’’ Pierce should 
accompany the expedition. 

_Almost as the expedition is abont to star‘ 
Pierce’s\wife prevails upon Bradon to leave 
her husband at home. e does this, but in 
the interview in which it is accomplished the 
friendship of a hfetime is broken, apparently 
for ever. There are some magnificent views 
as the airship passes over New York. Then 
the airship encounters a terrific snowstorm, 
in which it is shattered in a scene that wil’ 
remind audiences of the destruction of R101. 

Then comes Pierce’s chance. He believed 
that Bradon played him false, and that 
jealousy was the motive, 8o he abandoned 
the Navy to take a half-share in the Rondel'e 
expedition. As he departs his wife gives 
him an envelope ‘‘to: be opened when he 
reached the Pole,” in which she announces 
her intention of leaving ‘‘a man who thinks 
only of headlines.”

THE NATIONAL OUTLOOK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

_ Smm,—Thoughtful people must find many 
disturbing symptoms in life in Ireland to-day. 
There is a greater religious bitterness, a 
greater indulgence in personalities in the elec- 
tion speeches, a more unruly element in the 
crowds listening to the orators, than we have 
had for many years. sides are warn- 
ing their hearers of the fate of Spain, and, 
in view of the recent lengthy correspondence 
on the subject of “Christians,” of certain 
passages in the Lenten pastorals, of a sugges- 
tion that the young professional men in te. 
land should work in EI camps, instead 
of all pulling together for the betterment of 
their country, it might be of advantage for us 
to learn something from Spain’s experience. 
It is only twenty-one years since Dr. E. J. 
Dillon, writing in the Contemporary Review, 
pointed out the danger of the situation then— 
the way the liberal statesman of the time 
proposed to deal with the dangerous 
elements; the ~pposition he encountered from 
the very body which suffered most in the 
upheaval of to-day; the passing of power to 
those ‘‘who unleashed forces, powerful for 
destruction.” 

The lesson to be learned from Spain is con- 
tained in the saying to the writer oí a great 
Irishman, who was a statesman, theologian, 
scholar, gifted with the prophetic insight of 
approaching death _—" The time is coming 
when all those who call themselves Christians, 
and who believe that Christian ideas and 
ideals are those which make for the real good 


'of mankind, must band together against the 


powerful subversive forces gathering against 
them.” We are no longer isolated from the 
trend of thought in the outer world. Perhaps, 
in a couple of generations, when the entire 

pulation is Irish-speaking and English is 
orgotten, our advantages of position may be 
restored. Meanwhile, thonght is free as air, 
and man has learned how to control the air, 
to transmit and to receive the most revolu- 
tionary ideas and ideals.

Earthquakes. 


IRELAND'S 
FREEDOM. 


By a Spectra CORRESPONDENT. 


The fall of the comfortable phrase 
‘solid earth,” has been painfully impressed 
upon us during the last few years. A series 
ála earthguakes more or less serious has just 
culminated in the recent Cuban disaster 
where there has been heavy loss of life and 
property—a grim indication oí the yast forces 
at work beneath the surface of the globe. 

The subject of earthquakes is as yet im- 
perfectly known. We have accum a 
prodigious amount of data within fairly recent 
times, but there is a long way still to go 
before we can grapple adequately with the 
complicated problem. Even now an: eminent 
scientist, Professor J. W. Gregory, is said to 
be in South America for the purpose of inves- 
tigating some of the secrets still locked in 
the restless bosom of that country. 

The study of earthquakes has occupied some 
of the greatest intellects for  cen- 
turies. The early philosophers of Greece 
and Rome indulged in lengthy speculations 
which have been proved valueless in the light 
of modern scientific research, save that Aris- 
totle i connection. between

The first person to employ scientific 
methods in the study of earth tremors was 
Robert Mallet, a Dublin-born engineer, who 
incidentally worked out many of his theories 
with the aid of small land mines on Killiney 
Strand. His labour placed the new science 
on a sound footing, and now researches are 
being actively prosecuted on every side, par- 
ticularly in Japan, where the experts are 
favoured with unequalled facilities for ob- 
serving the Fios ws movements oí the 
earth's crust. The number of earthquakes 
which occur annually is very considerable— 
about 30,000 or 40,000—though, fortunately, 
most of them are perfectly harmless, and are 
only recorded upon the delicate instruments 
employed by seismologists. 

Mercifully, some of the most terrible earth- 
quakes recorded have taken place beneath 
the surface of the ocean. It will be re- 
membered that the mysterious disappearance 
of the American aircraft carrier Saratoga 
was ascribed to a gigantic tidal wave, due 
to @ severe uake which took place 
about the time of her loss, and in the region 
which she was then traversing. As the 
Saratoga was a vessel of 30,000 tons, the 
magnitude of the calamity may well be 
imagined. Soundings taken some months 
after revealed that the sea bottom thereabouts 
had undergone great changes, and submarine 
cables were snapped as the result. 

Experts recognise at least three different 
kinds of earthquake—those caused by the 
colla of an underground fissure, those 
which arise through volcanic action, and. 
most common of all, perhaps, tectonic earth- 
quakes, which i in the fracture and 


movement of ogy =. ag rock masses con- 
nected with the folding and faulting of the 
earth’s crust. The noise produced by 
one of these earth tremors has been 
variously described as like distant 
thunder, the rattling of heavily-loaded carts, 
the sighing of a giant wind, and the slam- 
ming of gigantic doors. Our favoured regions 
are free from any very severe disturbances, 
although in times past there have been a 
number of shocks which, if hardly great 
enough to cause much destruction, have | AE 
sufficiently powerful in several cases to in- 
sure them a permanent place on our geolo- 
gical record. 

The earthquake list of British Isles goes 
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i 
back to the year 950 A.D. It enumerates 
nearly twelve hundred shocks of ‘varying 
intensity, though the record is probably far 
from complete. Ireland has been singularly 
free from all such shocks, and the propor- 
tion of earthquakes, compared with the rest 
of the British Isles, is only about one to 
thicty. In 1734 it is said that a hundred 
houses and five churches were destroyed as 


Elphin, 
and a multitude of 
Scotland might well termed the “I 
” gene * in addition to the “ land o 
cakes,’’ since the number of earthquakes t 
have taken place there ig more than thr 
times that recorded from England. Some dá: 
tricts are far more often affected than others. 
and Inverness and a small district around 
the village of Comrie boast an enviable num- 
ber, from the seismologist’s point of view. 
During 1844 twelve ‘quakes were noted si 
Comrie. Some of these Scottish earthquakes 
were of importance, and one, believed to be 
the strongest that ever took place in Inver- 
ness, and, indeed, in all Scotland, occurred 
in 1816. Chimney-pots were thrown down, 
walls cracked, and the spire of the county 
gaol was sadly twisted, with considerable 
damage throughout the county. The area 
affected was very large, and the shock 1s 
believed to have included the whole of Scot- 
land, except the south-west counties. The 
districts of Menstrie and Comrie suffered 
bad shakings in 1839 and 1841. — 
Yet these appear insignificant in compar'- 
son with the great earthquake of 1349, that 
seems to have been felt al] over England. 
Such was the force of this disturbance that 
the monks of Melsa, in Yorkshire, we! 
thrown violently from their stalls while at 
Vespers. Owing to the amount of detailed 
information obtained the Hereford earth-| 
quake of December 17, 1896, is one of, the 
most interesting to seismologists. Compara-f 
tively little damage was done, and a hundred; 
or so chimneys were thrown down, with some 
slight injury to the cathedral as well. 
Even this was a smal! thing when judged 
by such disasters as that of Reggio and 
essina in 1906—when, according to esti; 
mate, 77,000 rsons perished—or the shocks\ 
which razed San Francisco and Charleston in 
recent times. If our earthquake record is| 
dwarfed by almost every other country, 1) 
is a defeat we can regard with complacency. |

We are addressing | 
ourselves now to that thirty per eent. of 
the electorate which has not voted at 
former elections. It is a large, respectable, 
and, on the whole, well-to-do body; and 
it has abstained hitherto from the polls 
for one or more of the following reasons 
—suffering and losses during the ‘‘ bad 
times,” loyalty to ideals and traditions 
which the new régime sometimes has 
slighted or ignored, dislike of recent 
innovations, sheer incuriosity and laziness. 
There are, perhaps, thousands of such 
electors who may feel disposed to say to 
themselves this morning: ‘‘ Of course, if 
the late Government were in real danger, 
we should vote for it now; but we are 
not keen about voting for it, and it will 
come back without our help.” To such 
people we say most earnestly: If you 
persist in this opinion during the next 
twelve hours, you may be sorry for the 
rest of your lives. In the first place, 
not only the Treaty, but the personal 
fortunes of every Free State citizen, the 
State’s place in the Empire, and the 
brilliant prospect of economic benefits 
within that Empire will be imperilled if 
Mr. de Valera ousts Mr. Cosgrave. In 
the next place, such calamity is entirely 
possible. Impartial experts calculate that, 
on a seventy per cent. poll to-day, the 
turnover of seats as between the two main 
parties will not be more than four. 
That turnover in Mr. de Valera’s favour 
might put him in power, with the support 
of the Labour Party; or, at the least, 
might cripple Mr. Cosgrave’s Premiership 
and might lend lamentable encourage- 
ment to the forces of disorder. If the 
total poll is raised to eighty per cent., Mr. 
Cosgrave’s return, with a working 
majority, will be certain; for the 
new ten per cent. will consist of con- 
stitutionalists who will have conquered 
the prejudice or apathy that silenced 
them in former elections. To such per- 
sons we say, therefore: Not only have you 
no excuse for abstention from the polls, 
but your votes may be the cardinal 
factor in the result. Every ex-Unionist 
in the Free State deems himself a patriot 
and an imperialist. He will be able to 
claim neither title if, through his default, 
his country relapses into chaos and is 
divorced from the British Commonwealth. 
His duty to-day is clear and urgent.

The fact that 
such a conflict can exist in Russia shows 
the fundamental fallacy of Communism ; 
and the power of that primal instinct is 
the surest guarantee that the Marxian 
evangel cannot prevail. Its prophets and 
their few dupes in Ireland can draw a 
lesson from the study of Soviet. land laws.

Oil Fuel. 


Sir John Cadman, Chairman of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company, in a lecture 
to the Royal Institution, stressed the 
greater merits of oil fuel, especially in 
regard to the railways. The British rail- 
ways, he said, would require about 
1,500,000 tons of oil a year, whereas to-day 
they were consuming annually some 
13,000,000 tons of coal. Furthermore, 
while the output of the most efficient steam 
engine was scarcely more than twenty 
per cent. of the heat contained in the fuel, 
a petrol engine could be trusted to furnish 
a twenty-five per cent. efficiency, and in 
the case of a compression ignition engine 
this figure was enhanced by ten per cent. 
Indeed, Sir John looked. forward con- 
fidently to the reaching of a higher per- 
centage at a future date from oil turbines. 
Sir John’s final dictum was that the steam 
locomotive was inherently inefficient, and 
he urged British manufacturers of com- 
pression ignition engines to seize their 
opportunity. He argued, moreover, that 
the change of the railways from coal fuel 
to oil fuel ultimately would not damage 
the coal trade. Coal, he showed, must be 
used in the manufacture of steel, and, 
since no engine conld be made without 
steel, the ‘‘ development and use of the 
newest types of engine,” rather than a 
continuance of the wasteful use of fuel 
resources, ought to be the national goal. 
Sir John Cadman is chairman of a 
large oil combine, and, accordingly, some 
moulding of fact to suit theories may be 
permitted to him. On the other hand, his 
view that oil can replace coal in railway 
locomotives is interesting; for a time is! 
coming when Britain, as controller of the 
Anglo-Persian oilfields, which for. all 
practical purposes are inexhaustible, will 
enjoy a virtual monopoly of petroleum. In 
countries where water power is abundant 
electricity will solve the problem, and in 
the Free State high hopes are entertained 
of an alliance between the Drumm battery 
and the Shannon Scheme. Elsewhere an 
economic fuel must be found, and a duty 
rests upon manufacturers to develop their 
designs, that opportunity may not knock 
upon their doors in vain. 


The Russian Peasant. 


The Central Committee of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union has given its 
Official sanction to a vital change of policy. 
We announced a week ago that the pure 
principles of Communism had failed in 
their application to the peasants, who stil! 
form the ground-work of Soviet economics. 
Since Lenin introduced his new economic 
policy in 1921 the farms of Soviet Russia 
have been administered on a co-operative 
system. In other words, the farms 
technically have belonged to the State, 
and the State has possessed the first claim 
upon their produce. Co-operation to this 
extent, however, is not Communism 
according to its Russian exponents, and 
the Communist Party’s purpose has been 
to accustom the farmers gradually to a 
process of ‘‘collectivism,” which will 
approach more closely to the Marxian 
ideal. Under the desired system the Jand- 
workers would become merely specialists 
in one form or another of farm work ; the 
farm would be administered as a Com- 
munist factory. Every land-worker would 
play his individual part; in principle, as 
an element of the State, he would share in 
its ownership of the land, but in practice 
} he would be nothing more than a cog in 
a great, unseen machine. Towards this 
goal the organisers of the Communist 
Party have been striving quietly since 
1921, and their efforts have been intensi- 
fied during the past two years. 

Little success has attended the “ drive.” 
The Communist Party forgot one 
supremely important thing—that the link 
which binds a farmer of any country 
to his plot of soil is immeasurably 
stronger than the tie between the clerk 
and his desk, between the “ capitalist ”’ 
and his trust, or between the workman 
and his machine, It had assumed that 
the farmers would acquiesce, as the 
artisans of the city very largely had 
acquiesced, in the effort at “ collectivis-| 
ing.” The error became apparent for the 
first time in 1921, when Lenin was com- 
pelled to decree that the process must not 
be hurried ; and now it has failed a second 
time.. Lenin’s new economic policy per- 
mitted the country districts to adopt a 
mildly co-operative form of administra-

Ancestors. 


The pilgrimage to Falaise, which was 
undertaken last year by descendants of 
William the Conqueror’s companions, had 
an echo at the last meeting of the Society 
of Genealogists. Grave doubts have been 
expressed in articles published in 
the society’s magazine concerning the 
descendants’ claims to be authentic 
descendants. According to a paper by Mr. 
Holman, only twenty-one people who 
fought for William at Hastings are known 
by name, and of these twelve have been 
identified with existing families, thougn 
im no case can a family prove an unbroken 
gone ós in the male line. The tendency 

to adopt ancestors is as old as history. 
Whether or not the first great Aryan 
himself encouraged the legend of his 
descent from the almost mythical 
Paishdadian monarchs, Persia’s chief poet 
insisted on it. The blood of Feridoon 
manifestly must run in the veins of 
Cyrus ; how else could he be Cyrus? Such 


liable to become ridiculous if they are 
demonstrably impossible. Yet, the three 
hundred and fifteen names which are 
inscribed on a tablet at Falaise as those of 
descendants of the Conqueror’s com- 
panions may have a right to their 
honoured position, if we ignore the 
question of the direct male line. Many 
of them probably have no such right; but, 
if their owners derive a sense of tradition 
from the’: apocryphal forebears and make 
some effort to maintain themselves with a 
dignity worthy of their claims, the world 
is the gainer. There is a'ways a safety 
valve in matters of this sort; for a tuo 
conspicuous Munchausen invariably is ex- 
tinguished ia a spate of public derision.

BOMBS THROWN AND

MADRID, Monday. 

The throwing of bombs, fights between 
the police and strikers, and the sprinkling 
of roads with tacks in order to hold up traffic 
were some of the events that marked the 
attempted general strike throughout Spain 
to-day. On the whole, however, the strike 
was not successful. 

It had been called by the National Federa- 
tion of Workers, and was intended as a 
protest against the action of the authorities 
in deporting more than a hundred rebels who 
were implicated in the recent insurrection in 
Catalonia and the disturbances in Seville. 

The strike proved a complete failure in the 
capital. Bombs were thrown on to the tram 
lines, but the attempt to disorganise tbe 
trafic was unsuccessful, and the situation 
— became normal. 

Barcelona the day began with the 
bha, of some streets with two-inch tacks, 
which stopped taxis and motor cars. Large 
numbers of armed police were posted in the 
streets, and business people on their way te 
work were searched for arms. An attempt to 
fire a sugar factory failed. A bomb was 
thrown down a water main, but did no 
damage. At a spot on the Norte Railway 
line, owever, another bomb cansed a crater 
thirty metres long, and this line was also 
cut at another point 

In the Catalonian town of Tarrasa a gang 
of a hundred men with firearms and bombs 
seized the residence of the President of the 
Municipality, taking with them a soldier and 
a fireman as hostages, and hoisted the Com- 
munist flag. Police reinforcements were sent: 
for. The rioters compelled the Mayor to 
carry a white flag on to the balcony, and on 
the police drawing near the rioters ‘threw a 
bomb at them, wounding one. Finally 
troops were sent, whereupon the rioters sur- 
rendered. 

_ Traffic in Seville—always a danger centre— 
is paralysed. Only twenty tramcars are 
running, manned by members of the Engineer 
Corps. 

Reports from many other large centres 
show that work 1s proceeding normally.

‘Before 


Income Tax. 


The rumours that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer intends to reduce the income 
tax when he introduces his Budget in Apri! 
have inspired much hope, though it is to 
be feared that there is no great basis for 
the story, except the general realisation bv 
Ministers that the country is suffering 
severely under heavy taxation. At first 
the assertion was that there would be a cut 
of sixpence, but during the week s end the 
amount has grown to a shilling. A reduc- 
tion of any kind necessarily must depend 
upon several things. It may be made if 
there is a substantial surplus, if the tariff 
duties bring in sufficient revenue, and, 
again, if expenditure can be reduced. No 
one of these points can be clear for some 
weeks yet, and as the tariff duties will 
show receipts for one month only, the 
Chancellor will have very little guidance. 
It is realised in political circles, however, 
that a reduction in the tax will be made, 
thongh it may be only threepence in the 
pound. 

Censorship of Filme. 

The Urban District Council of Becken- 
ham has undertaken the task of keeping 
its picture theatres suitable for children. 
A film dealing with an ape story, suggested 


by Edgar Allien Poe's “ The Murders in 
the Rue Morgue,”’ was seen by the Counci! 


censors last Saturday, and was disliked so 


thoroughly that they decided to ban it. 
To take such a step it was necessary to 
consult the whole Council, and a meeting 
was summoned for nine o'clock this morn- 


ing, when a very interesting discussion 
took place. Most of the councillors 
objected to the film on the ground that it 
was terrifying to .children. In all 
probability it would have been banned if 
the councallors had not discovered that the 
manager of the picture house had de- 
seribed the. film as a picture of the ‘‘ A ”’ 
class—suitable for presentation to adults 
— whereas it was really one for universal 


display—which meant that children might 


witness it without objection. The Council 
could either ban the picture altegether, as 
they could not prevent children from see- 
ing it, or i ie it pass. The latter 
course was adopted. The Beckenham 
censorship is arousing much interest. The 
censors have been received at the Home 
Office and given an opportunity to explain 
their methods, which were warmly 
approved. 


Hunts without Masters. 


The time was when the mastership of a 
hunt was held, as a matter of course, by 
a leading sportsman of the district, pos- 
sessed of sufficient means to enable him 
to act in a post regarded as a real dis- 
tinction. Time and finance have changed 
all that, and it is probable that a num- 
ber of popular hunts will be looking for 
new masters at the end of the present 
season. [here is some doubt whether they 
will be found. It seems that the day 
of the sole master is going, and that in 
a number of cases the office will have 
to be placed in commission. The Earl of 
Harewood is relinquishing the Bramham 
Moor Hunt, and it is probable that there 
will be changes in the (Quorn and Sinninz 
ton Hunts. The cost of hunting a pa k 
is said to run to about ten thousand 
pounds per annum, and the demands made 
upon it for damages to poultry, and otlier 
incidentals, frequently are so heavy that 
at the end of the year the master has to 
pay a considerably larger sum than he 
receives, 


Railwaymen’s Holidays. 


Evidence of a real spirit of co-operation 
is furnished by an arrangement just com- 
pleted between London, Midland and Scot- 
tish Railway executives and the 7.000 
men employed at the carriage and wagon 
and locomotive works at Derby. The 
Derby works’ holiday hitherto has taken 
place during August, with an additional 
break at Whitsuntide. The Whitsuntide

SHANGHAI, Monday. 

O-DAY was the quietest for a fortnight. 

The lull in fighting—far from bring- 

ing relief or confidence—merely increased 

the nervous tension of the International 

community, who are now awaiting the 

climax of the Chinese and Japanese 
combat. 

It is considered unlikely that the 
Chinese troops will withdraw, as ex- 
aggerated reports of their successes have 
considerably strengthened the morale cf 
the 19th Army. 

The Japanese are estimated to have 
landed yesterday and to-day a total of 
twenty thousand troops, with full artillery 
equipment, and it is regarded as inevitable 
that they will begin soon a major offensive. 
This is their declared intention if the 
Chinese do not withdraw to a distance of 
twenty miles. 


STRONGLY GUARDED. 


It is impossible to forecast the results to 
the Settlement of such an offensive and 
the heavy firing which would attend it. 
The International duthorities are confident 
that the borders of the Settlement are 
guarded strongly enough to prevent any 
break-through by armed troops. 

The British and United States Ministers 


to-day interviewed the Chinese leaders, but | 


made no progress towards getting them to 
withdraw and so ease the situation. | 

Earlier to-day there was a certain 
amount of shelling on Chapei by Japanese 
Howitzers, and the Woosung forts were 
bombarded while five Japanese transports 
proceeded - the river to Shanghai. 

Admiral Nomura stated this afternoon 
that the total casualties of Japanese 
sailors. and marines at Hongkew and 
Chapei were eighty killed and four 
hundred and fifty wounded. 

Great Britain and the United States 
have again protested against Japan’s use 
of the International Settlement at 
Shanghai as a military base. 

The first formal protests were made 
through the British and American Ambas- 
sadors at Tokyo exactly a fortnight ago. 

The Chinese Foreign Office in Nanking 
has also lodged a protest on the same sub- 
ject with the British and United States 
Governments. 


JAPAN’S EXPLANATION. 

The Ambassadors of the five Powers— 
Britain, United States, France, Germany 
and Italy—visited the Foreign Office in 
Tokyo this afternoon, and Mr. Yoshizawa, 
the Foreign Minister, explained to them 
the reasons for the dispatch of more troops 
to Shanghai. 

The Minister of War told journalists 
this evening that Japan might consider 1t 
necessary to send still further reintorce- 
ments to Shanghai. He said that he 1] ad 
received reports that the Chinese were 
preparing to offer stubborn resistanze to 
the Japanese troops which have already 
been landed. 

An Imperial ordinance published to-day 
sanctions the flotation of bonds to a t«tal 
of 34,000,000 yen (about £35,400.000) to 
cover the expenses involved in the trouble 
at Shanghai.

The first witness was Detective-Sergeant 
Peter Kenny, who said that he arrested 
Leddy yesterday evening and charged him 
with murder. He made no statement, 
but when leaving the day room to go to 
the cell said: “I will say nothing till 1 
see a solicitor.”’ 

Mr. Maguire said that the witness was 
leaving the remark by Leddy out of his

YOUNG MAN’S EVIDENCE.

While they were chatting a car 
drove up and Mrs. Leddy went to the 
door. He heard her say, “ Welcome, Mr.

Leddy replied: “I never 
went out canvassing against you. I was 
always figuring on giving you No. 1.” 

Mr. Reynolds repeated what he had 
said and made a blow at Leddy with his 
hand. The accused man said: ‘ Don’t 
come into my house to beat me or I will 
shoot you.” Mr.. Reynolds said: “ I dare 
you shoot me,” and then caught Leddy by 
the neck of the shirt and said: ‘‘ I'll kill

GOT INTO GRIPS. 


Both of them got into’ grips, and he 
(witness) took hold of.them and tried to 
separate them.

Leddy said: ‘‘ Be going, 
and don’t come back,” and went to the 
corner for his gun, which he took up, and 
witness and Mrs. Jeddy tried to prevent 
him going to the door, but he went. At 
that time Mr. Reynolds and the man in 
the leather coat had come back nearer the 
house.

Leddy then held the gun to his breast, 
and witness tried to pull him back, but 
two shots went off immediately. At the 
second shot Reynolds fell.

13th, and Hindenburg is expected to have 
the support in his candidature of the 
Middle and Moderate Right Parties, to 
whom the Moderate Left—namely, the 
Social Democrats—are also expected to 
rally. 

The Extreme Right—the Nazis and the 
Nationalists under Hugenburg—who will 
oppose Hindenburg, have not yet agreed 
upon their joint candidate, The Com- 
munists have chosen as their candidate 
Ernst Thalmann, a transport worker by 
calling, who has, however, only the 
remotest chance of election, 


FATE OF FATHERLAND. 


In his declaration accepting the candi 
dature, Hindenburg says :— 

‘‘After serious consideration, and con- 
scious of my responsibility for the fate of 
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our Fatherland, I have decided to place 
myself at your disposal for eventual re- 
election. 

"In the event of my re-election I shall 
loyally and conscientiously serve my 
Fatherland with all my strength in order 
to help it to attain freedom and equal 
rights abruad and unity and revival at 
home. Should I not be re-elected, I shall 
be able to spare myself the reproach of

MOTION TO DISMISS THE DIET. 


One hundred and fifty men have been 
cited to be allotted for the jury in the 
case, but they were not required to attend 
until to-day. 

There is a list of 197 witnesses for the 
Crown, including many bankers, lawyers. 
chartered accountants and business men 
throughout the country. 

The Court consists of three judges—the 
Lord Justice Clerk (Lord Alness), presid- 
ing ; Lord Ormidale and Lord Hunter. 

The defendants indicted are:—Alex- 
ander Young, of Kilhey Court, Worthing- 
ton, near Wigan; Fred A. Tomlinson, cf 
Mayfield, Timperley, Cheshire; John 
Morrison, of Rockland, Largs, Ayrshire; 
Duncan Wilkie, of Bute Mansions, Glas- 
ow; John Johnstone, of ° Eskdale, 

utherglen ; George Stanley Coats, of The 
Bungalow, Paisley; Seton Veitch Coats, 
of Corsebar, Paisley, and George M. Todd. 
of Ingleby Drive, Glasgow. 

The indictment was divided into three 
counts. 

The first count charged all the defend- 
ants with having issued, in June, 1928, a 
false and fraudulent prospectus, by means 
of which, it was alleged, they induced 
members of the public to apply for, 
accept and pay for shares in Scottish 
Amalgamated Silks, Ltd., to the extent of 
£439,548, thereby defrauding them of that 
sum. i 
In the second count, all the defendants 
were chargtd with fraudulent allotment of 
shares and misappropriation of moneys to 
the amount of £362.735. 

Four only of the defendants— Morrison, 
Young, Todd and. Wilkie—were charged in 
the third count with fabricating and 
uttering shares.

COUNSEL'S STATEMENT. 


When the judges had taken their seats, 
Mr. John MacGregor, K.C., Mr. Young's 
leading counsel,. rose to move that the 
diet against his client should be dismissed. 
There has happened, he said, what, in 
my submission, is a very grave irregu- 
larity, so grave that it goes to the roots 
of the case, and might result in the void- 
ance of the trial. Young, he said, was 
arrested on February 17th last year. 
While in prison he compiled, solely for 
the purpose of his defence, papers which 
he was assured only his then agent would 
see. They formed an exceptionally well- 
prepared memorandum, in which every 
one of the accused was mentioned. They 
went into the whole history. Mr. 
MacGregor alleged that the papers found 
their way into the hands of the Crown. 

Mr. J. L. Wark, K.C. (for Mr. John- 
stone), and Mr. MacGregor Mitchell, K.C. 
(for Mr. George S. Coats), supported Mr. 
MacGregor’s motion to dismiss the diet, 
and urged that this should be done in 
reference to all the defendants. Mr. Wark 
pointed out that the charge was one of 
conspiracy, and that what was said by 
one defendant might affect the case against 
the others. 


LORD ADVOCATE’S 


REPLY. 


AN EMPHATIC DENTAL. 


The Lord Advocate (Mr. Craigie M. 
Aitchison, K.C.) said that he could not 
imagine a more extravagant proposition 
than the suggestion that proceedings 
against all the accused should terminate 
there and then. Mr .MacGregor had been 
completely misinformed. Young himself 
approached the Procurator Fiscal, who 
declined to receivé any statement from 


agent called later, handed in the papers 
written by Young, and stated that Young 
desired to put all his cards on the table.

The papers did not reach the Crown

So far from the 
Crown’s doing anything that would pre- 
judice Young’s case, the Procurator Fiscal 
stood between Young and the agents for 
the other accused, in an attempt to get to 
Young’s papers. It is untrue to say that 
these were held up until the eve of the 
trial. Young had been previously noti- 
fied that the papers were at his disposal.

The points relating to the valuation in the 
indictment are quite consistent with the 
accused's having been as much deceived and 
defrauded by the valuation as the public 
were.

MACHINES COLLIDE IN 
AIR.

Two men were killed and another 
seriously injured when two Royal Air 
Force machines, exercising near Leuchars 
Aerodrome, Fifeshire, yesterday, collided 
in mid-air about a mile and a half east of 
the aerodrome. 

Both machines crashed badly, and when 
the aerodrome staff reached the scene they 
found that Flying Officer Herbert George 
Hicks and Alircraftsman No. 370480 R. 
Beattie were dead, and Sub-Lieutenant 
Arthur Allison Fitzroy Talbot, R.N., 
attached to the R.A.F., was seriously 
injured. 

lying Officer Hicks, with Aircraftsman 
Beattie, was flying a Fairey 3 F machine 
over the mouth of the River Eden at the 
time of the collision. Sub-Lieutenant 
Talbot was in an Avro machine. Royal Air 
Force men had to break down a fence to 
enable an ambulance to reach the spot. 

Sub-Lieutenant Talbot had both legs 
broken and was otherwise ii a 
injured. 

Seventy-five men of the Royal Air Force 
lost their lives in air crashes last year. 

Yesterday's fatal accident is the first in 
Great Britain this year.

SHOTS AT. GOVERNOR. 


From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


CALOUTTA, Monday. 

Bina Das, the Indian girl student whe 
attempted to shoot the Governor of Bengal, 
Sir Stanley Jackson, on February 6 at Cal- 
eutta University, was sentenced to-day by a 
special -tribunal to nine years’ rigorous im- 
prisonment. i 

In court to-day the accused girl declared: 
“I fired on the Governor, impelled by love 
for my country, which is repressed. 1 sought 
the only way to death by offering myself at 
the feet of my country, thus to end my 
suffering. | 

“I invite the attention of all to the situa- 
tion created by the measures of the Govern- 
ment. This can unsex even a frail woman 
like myself, brought up to all tie best 
traditions of Indian womanhood. 

“I can assure all that E-have no sort of 
personal feeling against Sir Stanley Jackson. 
As a man he is just as good to me as my ' 
father, and Lady Jackson just as good as my 
mother, but the Governor of Bengal repre- 
sents a system which has kept enslaved three 
hundred millions of my countrymen and 
women. ”'

snow and ice. At the equator we built up 
the road with blocks of ice. 

“In Uganda we encountered the first 
rains.

Eventually we reached the 
Nile on the Soudan border at Juba, and 
received there our first really serious check— 
300 miles of the country was flooded ahead 
of them. After long waiting we chartered a 
Nile barge, and, putting our car aboard, sent 
it down to Khartoum. i : 

“From Juba we got an Imperial Áir- 
ways aeroplane, and did in eight hours a 
journey that the car would take eleven days 


to do.” 
LOST. 


On the journey from Khartoum their lives 
were in grave danger. They had to cross 
the Nubian Desert, and in Upper Egypt they 


civilising influences. We —inspected

It is 
a hair-raising experience,’’ said Mr. Conolly. 

“ By the way, it is not true,” he added, 
“that the eyes of savage beasts shine at 
night. ‘Their eyes only shine when a light 
is flashed into them.” 

TSETSE FLY MENACE. 

They went on to Nyassaland; where they 
found the commercial community most grasp- 
ing and anxious to exploit anybody who came 
that way. In Northern Rhodesia they had 
an extraordinary experience. They had to 
travel the worst soak in Africa, if not in the 
world, across the Luangawa valley, from 
Fort Jameson to Lansaka, and during the 
trip they had to contend almost all the time 
with the tsetse fly, “whose bite has very 
serious results, 

The danger. is so serious that the profes- 
sional white hunter is banned from this area 
by the Government. The Government is 
spending many thousands of pounds every

Turkey would support general disarmament, 
the abolition of military aviation, and of all 
forms of aggressive weapons, declared Tewfik 
Rushdi Bey, the Turkish Fore!

‘POULTRY, ¢ CAGE BIRDS, - DAIRY. 
DAY. OLD CHICKS, 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— | 
Those who do not want the trouble of 

hatching should purchase some day-old 
chicks. This is a business that has in- 
creased enormous! and many large 
breeders make it the chief part of their 
operations, so that the very best stock 
can be purchased in this way at reason- 
able prices. The discovery of pit: linkage 
makes it possible to buy only pullets as 
day-olds, and this is a great advantage, 
but, of course, one cannot get pure 
breeds in this way. As chicks travel 
better at a day old than older, not re- 
quiring food for the first few da rs, they 
can be despatched from lung distances 
‘with safety, When they arrive they 
should at once be given to a broody 
hen, which should be in readiness, or 
placed in a brooder, properly heated.
